It bekmga to the rich shareholders, and these ioen will get other 
men to work it, and keep the profits of its working. 

That is to say. all the goods which are carried on that road most 
pay freight. This charge, after the costs of repairi^ and working the 
ro^ are defrayed, will be profit, and will be divided amongst the 
sliarehi^ders in the form of dividends. 

.\nii now let us sum up. 

Col. Skinem lends $50,000, which he lias got (out of his farm 
laborers), and $450,000, which he has not got. but whi-h he will get 
as soon as his farm latorers have earned it. With this mone.v—the 
ntoney earned and to be earned by the farm laborers—tlte colonel pays 
wages to tlie enginee*-! and men who make tli« road. 

The road being made, the colonel takes freight and fares, which 
is jxaid by the workers, much of it, perhaps, by the farm laborers, la¬ 
borers, engineers, artisans, and miners, who found the money for the 
road sir did the work of making it. 

That is to say, the workers pay tl>e cokmel interest for the loan 
of ther own money. 

You w jll :^gin tsnw to see what is meant by such words as rent, 
interest, capital anil credit. For your funher enlightenment, and to 
give you an idea how poor these rich men really are, and how very 
mudi interest is paid for money which does not exi.it. let me oflFer you 
two facts. 

The first fact is that the anwnint annually paid in wages, firofits, 
interest, and rent i.s estimated at twelve times as much as the actual 
money in the nmtry. 

The secoiiil /act I will give you in the words of John .'ituart Mill: 

When men talk of the ancient wealth of a country, of riches inherft- 
ed from anceitors, and similar expressions, the idea suctfcsted is that 
the riches so transmitted were produced long ago, at the time w'hen they 
are said to have been tirst acquired, and that n,> portion of the capital of a 
couiito~ was produced this year, except so much as may hare been this 
3'ear added to the total amount. The fact is far otherwise. 

The greater part, in value, of the wealth now existing_has been 

priulttced by human hands within the last twelve months. A very small 
proportion indeed of that large aggregate was in existence ten years 
ago; of the present prosJuclive capital of the country scarcely any part, ex¬ 
cept farm houses and factories, and a few ships and machines; and mren 
these would not in most cases have survived si> tong if fresh labor had not 
been enip|,iyed within that periixl in putting them into repair. 

The land subsists, and the land is almivst the only thing that sub¬ 
sists. Kverything which is produced perishes, and most things very 
quickly. 

.Anil again: 

Capital is kept in existence from age to age. not by presenation, 
but bv pcrpe’.ual reproduction 

Lhtes .hat surprise you? Nearly all the boasted “capital" or 
wealth of the rich is (iroiluced annually. 

.And by wlHim is it produced. Hy the capitalists? Not at all. It 
is produced b\ those who labor, fur all wealth must lie produced by 
Labor. Hy no other means can it be prodneed. 

You bear a man described as a millionaire. Do v-ou suppose titat 
be has a mi. ton or a hundrctl million in his safe? Do you imagine 
with regard to a (lould or a Rockefeller that every year millions of 
golden coins rain down pn him from heaven? 

Your milliotiairc has hardly anything. Very little money, that is 
certain. But he has bonds and .scenrities and other written contriv¬ 
ance* of the usurer and the devil, whereby he is legally entitled to ap¬ 
propriate year by year .scgnc millions of the wealth tlia’ is created by 
the latxir of the p^ior. • ■ ' 

Yivur great man is .said to be worth $2,500,000 a year. How is he 
worth it? He gets it in profits, in royalties, in dividends, in interest, 
in rent; and every penny of it is taken from the wealth prtxluccd by 
labor. 

Your colonel ha* $150,000 a year in rents, has he? But he has 
not a dime of rent until jjoor Hodge has raised the crops and farmer 
Giles lus sold them. Take the men. the laborers—poor, despised 
drudges—off his cstatcs,and your proud colonel is a pauper. 

Now, as to rent. Who earns it? Let us uke an example from 
England: 

Col. Skinem owns a large tract. The rent roll is $i 50,000 a year. 
Where does the money ciuile from? 

Tile estate is let out to small farmers, at so much per acre. 

These farmers pay him his $150,000 a year. 

The fanners sell their crojis, and out of tlie purcha.se moneys pay 
the rent. The crops are raised by labor. 

That is to say that the rent is earned by labor—by the la^r of 
the fanner and his men. Tlie colonel does nothing. He did iM mak| 
tlie land, nor does he raise the crops. The man who gofs’^ 05 
ground rent gets rich on the labor of others, : 4. 

Mr. Bounder owns a row of Iwuscs. Tlie rental of the street 
amounts to $2,000 a year. Where docs the money come from?. . 

The rent is paid by the tenants of the houses. It is p^'with 
money they have earned by their labor, or with money which they 
have obtained from other men who earned it by their labor, and It ft 
paid to Mr. Bounder for the use of his houses. 

How did ilr. Boumler get his Ixiuscs? He either bought them 
with money'which he may not have earned by his own industry, or he 
paid for tlie material and’ the building with money which he may not 
have earned bv his own industry. 

Two things are quite certain, llrst, that Mr. Bmmder did not 
build the houses with his own hands, nor make the bricks and timbers 
of which they are’biull; that work w;as done by other men. .And sec¬ 
ond. that the inoney with which those mm were paid was never earned 
by Mr. Bounder’s own industry.

If yon 
lent me $500 at 5 jier cent interest tlut would mean that I must pay 
you $25 a year for the loan of the money a* long a* 1 kept it, and that 
such payment would not reduce Ihe amount of the loan. that if 
I kept your $500 for twenty year* and paid you $25 a year interest, I 
should at the emi of that time still owe you $500. ’That is to say, you 
would receive $l,u(X> from me, although you lent me "$500. 

Where do 1 get the interest from? I have to work for it. But 
you get it from me. You don’t work for it. A'ou—possibly—worked 
for the principal, that is, for the first $500,. but you dq not work for 
the interest, the second $500.

$5,000 left at the end of that tune? There would not. There would 
only be $2,ooa Money does not breed money.

Suppoae a rich nxmey lender hat lent five million to the state at 
3 per cent. He draws every year $150,000 in interest. Who pays it?
